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Low attendance at recreation funding meeting 

Town and county still searching tor solutions

Less than three dozen indi¬ 
viduals turned out for last 
Wednesday’s informational meet¬ 
ing held in the Memorial Com¬ 
plex with town and county repre¬ 
sentatives outnumbering resi¬ 
dents by more than three to one. 

Similar meetings were held in 
Sundre and Olds last week as 
part of an effort to solicit sugges¬ 
tions, and measure the level of 
concern by residents, relating to 
changes in recreational funding 
distribution. 

Provincial Community Devel¬ 
opment Officer David Laing, act¬ 
ing moderator at the meeting, 
repeatedly acknowledged the 
complexity of the issue, request¬ 
ing that participants make a con¬ 
certed effort to approach the is¬ 
sue with composure. 

“It’s important to remember 
there’s no value in anybody going 
to war on this,” he said, “It can’t 
become an ‘Us versus Them’ de¬ 
bate, because there is no ‘them’, 
there’s only ‘us’. It’s a matter of 
finding ways to talk and this meet¬ 
ing is just the beginning of that 
process.” 

The proposed realignment of 
county grant funds would hit 
Didsbury especially hard, with a 
shortfall escalating annually to 
over $10,000 by 1998. 

Town recreation budgets, al¬ 
ready stretched to an extreme, 
were dealt a blow with the discon¬ 
tinuation of the provincial Com¬ 
munity Recreation and Culture 
(CRC) grant two years ago. 

“My understanding is that 
while there was a concern around 
the province about what was per¬ 
ceived to be inequitable recrea¬ 
tional funding distribution,” 
Laing said, “nobody really cared 
very much because there was lots 
of money coming from the prov¬ 


ince to make up the difference. 
Now the money is no longer avail¬ 
able from the province so this is 
really surfacing, not just here, 
but in a lot of municipalities.” 

Funds distributed by the 
county under an agreement 
drafted in the mid-70s, allotted 
money collected from Machinery 
and Equipment Tax (M and E) in 
proportion to proximity to plants 
generating the resources. Sundre 
county councillor Linda Hislop 
said amending the distribution 
method on a per capita basis could 
well preclude unpredictable finan¬ 
cial hardship in future. 

“[M and E tax revenue] was 
disbursed before on an assess¬ 
ment basis,” Hislop said. “We felt 
it would be more equitable for 
towns throughout the county to 
distribute it on a per capita basis. 
For example, if Didsbury were to 
lose | a local plant currently gen¬ 
erating significant tax monies] 
they would be severely impacted. 
Now, should that happen in any 
area wherever that may be, that 
would be spread throughout the 
whole county. Should there be a 
plant come into Sundre, that gain 
would also be spread on a per 
capita basis throughout the en¬ 
tire county.” 

One resident asked how the 
value of recreational facilities by 
area residents could be deter¬ 
mined along with discerning 
whether or not the majority would 
support user fees or higher tax 
assessments to maintain them. 

Lea suggested the county poll 
their ratepayers to get their in¬ 
put, to which county councillor 
Linda Hislop responded; “A re¬ 
sounding no” to more taxes had 
been expressed “loud and clear” 
at several recent ratepayer meet¬ 
ings around the county. 

Questionnaires were recently 


sent out in special mailings to all 
residents in the towns of Sundre, 
Olds and Didsbury. A return dead¬ 
line of March 31 was imposed and 
three questions were asked: 
Should the town council continue 
to pursue the county on this is¬ 
sue; should any of the following 
facilities (cemeteiy /campground/ 


other) be included in the agree¬ 
ment; and Do you have any sug¬ 
gestions how the council might 
best pursue this issue? 

“When all the questionnaires 
have been submitted we’re all go¬ 
ing to sit down and talk about it,” 
Lea said. “”We want to work with 
the county. We like to think of the 


county and the town as being one 
big community. But the way I see 
it is, there’s a shortfall there and 
somewhere along the line we have 
to recover it. How we do it, whether 
it’s with a user-fee policy or what¬ 
ever, it has to be straightened out. 
The way it is now, we just can’t 
operate that way.”

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Let there be (improved) light

Upgrades for lighting in the 
south parking lot area adjacent to 
the recreational complex were 
approved for August at the last 
regular council session. No in¬ 
stallation charges will be imposed 
by TransAlta; however, the appli¬ 
cable rate increase and modified 
service charge will cost an addi¬ 
tional $500 per year. 

At the town office complex, 
TransAlta will soon be shedding 
further light on their office inte¬ 
rior situation with a retrofit of 
lighting enhancements tenta¬ 
tively scheduled for April to coin¬ 
cide with planned office renova¬ 
tions. TransAlta customer serv¬ 
ice lineman Bill Ritchie said, “As 
part of the En viro-partnership we 


signed with the town, we came in 
and did an assessment on all a 
lighting assessment on all their 
buildings.” 

Ritchie said many offices, in¬ 
cluding Didsbury’s town office, 
predated recent technological ad¬ 
vances. Offices and lighting appli¬ 
cations in most cases, had not been 
designed to accommodate compu¬ 
ter stations. 

“Some studies have been done on 
actual sick time based on lighting; 
people were getting things like high- 
frequency headaches and eyestrain. ” 

Even though lower wattage 
bulbs will replace outmoded 
florescent tubing, light meters in¬ 
dicate the placement of new lights 
and redirection of light flow pro¬ 


vides a softer but almost equally 
luminous brilliance. New fixtures 
will also eliminate a common com¬ 
plaint of overhead flicker that many 
find bothersome while reducing 
screen glare. 

Other lighting upgrades in¬ 
stalled recently TransAlta Utili¬ 
ties include enhancements to Town 
of Olds buildings and AG Foods 
here in Didsbury, both completed 
over a year ago. 

To date, A1 Schneider said AG 
Foods has not received a break¬ 
down of cost comparisons and pro¬ 
jected savings from TransAlta. 
While unable to verify savings, 
Schneider said the improvement 
was clear. 

“The lighting is definitely im¬ 


proved, and improved a lot,” 
Schneider said, “ Hopefully the sav¬ 
ings are there as well.” 

Total installation costs for the 
town (not exceeding $6167.75) will 
be paid out in 1997, with invest¬ 
ment payback expected i n less than 
four years. The ‘Energy efficiency 
lighting proposal’ prepared by 
TransAlta for the town’s consid¬ 
eration, estimated investment re¬ 
turn at a projected 27 per cent rate 
with a 3.6year investment payback. 

Motion backgrounder particu¬ 
lars stated that the agreement 
with TransAlta was drafted “with 
the sole purpose to reduce oper¬ 
ating costs and enhance effi¬ 
ciency regarding lighting and 
power requirements.” 


Demands on food bank a year-round concern

A lengthy search to ensconce 
a Didsbury food bank coordina¬ 
tor was recently resolved in the 
person of Marion Hemming. 

Charged with eliciting sup¬ 
port and donations to keep the 
shelves of the Olds and District 
Food Bank stocked, Hemming 
says demand continually threat¬ 
ens to exceed supply, especially 
after Christmas drives come to 
a halt. 

The need to supply food to 
individuals and families in cri¬ 


sis continues throughout the 
year. 

“When I started in February 
the shelves were terribly bare,” 
she said. “In a province as well 
off as Alberta this situation 
shouldn’t be, but the need is 
there, and we are all our broth¬ 
ers’ keepers.” 

Launched in 1987 in Olds, 
the food bank has pledged to 
continue to meet the needs of 
those who require assistance in 
bleak times. A food bank pam¬ 
phlet lists their three main pur¬ 


poses as: providing short term 
assistance, preventing the waste 
of food and developing commu¬ 
nity awareness of local need. 

Hemming commended indi¬ 
viduals and businesses for their 
support to date, adding, “It’s 
sometimes easy to forget we all 
need our ‘three squares’ a day. 
It’s not easy for these people to 
come in and ask for help. Some 
say they haven’t eaten for two 
days and we have to remember, 
we’re not here to judge.” 

Donations may be dropped 


off at a variety of locations 
around Didsbury. Tax deduct¬ 
ible receipts are issued for cash 
donations. 

Items in high demand in¬ 
clude: canned vegetables and 
fruit, personal hygiene items, 
rice, pasta, peanut butter, mar¬ 
garine, canned meat and fish, 
beans, soup, cereal, flour, jam, 
eggs, juice oatmeal and baby 
food. Hemming welcomes sug¬ 
gestions and inquiries.

The road between

Stretching west from Didsbury 
are three main roads, Hwy. 582, 
the River Road and the Westcott 
Road. It is the River Road that 
has a curve, a prominent valley 
and the old time fishing spot. It 
has recently also become a special 
tourist attraction with its annual 
show of flood and road washouts. 

What has enhanced the special 
attraction in recent history is the 
special effects created by putting 
a road across the Dogpound River 
at this point. All small streams 
leading into the Dogpound have 
either large culverts or bridges 
but at this crossing of the major 
stream, there are only two four- 
foot oval culverts and one smaller 
one off to one side. 

The writer has been told by 
county folk working this area that 
they are under restriction of what 
they can do, by the Provincial 
Fish and Wildlife Bucks for Wild¬ 
life' fish habitat program. That is, 
all structures and activities on 
the stream beds are strictly regu¬ 
lated to meet their own devised 
standards. 

Given good rain storms like 
the two in June and July of 1995 
or the annual spring flow, and 
sights at the crossing do become 
interesting to say the least. Peo¬ 


ple from the community and much 
farther come to see the works of 
nature interacting with man¬ 
made structures and the pocket 
book of the taxpayers. 

This spring the first thaw and 
the subsequent freezing tempera¬ 
tures froze up all three culverts. 
The next thaw the weekend March 
9 and following days, brought 
massive amounts of frozen mush 
of the first thaw to the frozen 
culverts and things got interest¬ 
ing as all embankments over¬ 
flowed and the ice built higher 
and higher on the road bed. In a 
few days three-foot thick house¬ 
sized flotillas from off the river 
bottom came crushing and grind¬ 
ing about at this crossing sight. 
As the ice jammed, large volumes 
of water flooded the valley bot¬ 
tom. 

County road closure signs are 
quickly summoned to prevent 
vehicle accidents, but even one of 
these had to be rescued as the 
flooding became unruly, begin¬ 
ning its own journey downstream. 
This year’s flood was the most 
spectacular in years say the com¬ 
munity folk. 

Stepping back and sorting out 
the hear-say and the facts, we 
need to inquire at the county. 
What do these annual washouts 
cost and is the practice of allow¬ 
ing hundreds of yards of gravel to 


be washed down stream economi¬ 
cal or even environmentally 
friendly? Are the makers of the 
sacred rules on the environment 
not only pet projects of certain 
groups of our society? 

The writer spent time taking 
note of normal debri floating by 
but also big floats of ice with long 
tails of barbed wire stringing out 
behind them going down stream, 
and many treated fence poles and 
braces all from the fish habitat 
enhancement projects. Where will 
all this wire finally find its home 
if not on a beach where children 
play, or cause cuts on legs of wild¬ 
life or cattle in the wild? The con¬ 
tract on fish habitat management 
also means destroying, or in words 
of the government body, "manag¬ 
ing" the natural beaver popula¬ 
tion. In the years of 1986 and 
1987 alone 305 beavers were de¬ 
stroyed - ah - uh "harvested" - ah 
- "trapped" and many beaver dams 
dynamited and blown up in favor 
of the imported trout. 

When nature is left to its own 
it certainly is not always clean in 
its modus operandi but this year's 
flood will certainly require miles 
of new wire, truckloads of treated 
poles and a major repair at this 
site. Should we make a change 
here or be just happy with listen¬ 
ing to the frogs in the backwa¬ 
ters? 


Common ground 

Developing Community-Based Services in Region 5

Region 5 is one of the 17 Re¬ 
gional Health Authorities created 
by the Alberta Government in 
March 1995. Region 5 stretches 
from Cereal to Didsbury, covering 
just over 23,000 square kilome¬ 
tres. Largely a rural, agricultural 
based area, the main centres are 
Hanna, Drumheller, Three Hills, 
Didsbury and Strathmore. 

For at least the last thirty 
years, the norm in Canadian 
society has been for social prob¬ 
lems to be handled by govern¬ 
ment services. In Region 5, like 
elsewhere, health care, mental 
health, education, criminal jus¬ 
tice and social services are ar¬ 
eas where the general public 
has come to rely on government 
services. Over the years, gov¬ 
ernment services have become 
solely responsible for the pub¬ 
lic's care. 

It is difficult to pinpoint the 
exact reasons, or causes, but this 
reliance on government interven¬ 


tions is starting to change. Per¬ 
haps the shift away from govern¬ 
ment services is being driven by 
economic considerations, or by a 
chang e in our social conscience. 
Whatever the reasons, govern¬ 
ments - federal, provincial and 
municipal - are divesting them¬ 
selves of many public services. 

In Region 5 this reshaping of 
public services is happening in 
the areas of health care, mental 
health services and services avail¬ 
able to children and their fami¬ 
lies. Projects are under way in 
these three areas with the inten¬ 
tion of redefining and remaking 
public services. 

In reshaping public services, 
Health Authority 5, Provincial 
Mental Health and Children's 
Services, have adopted the fol¬ 
lowing shared principles: 

“Creating opportunities for 
consumer and public participa¬ 
tion in designing services. 

“Redirecting resources to 
community-based options in 
order to bring services closer to 


home. 

“Emphasizinga health promo¬ 
tion and prevention perspective 
in redesigning services. 

“Developing services or sys¬ 
tems that encourage independ¬ 
ence and self-management care, 
both at the community and indi¬ 
vidual level. 

“Promoting integrated and 
coordinated services that ap¬ 
proach problems from a 
wholistic perspective and pro¬ 
vide comprehensive solutions. 

Much work will be going on 
over the next five years as some 
health care, mental health and 
children's services are moved 
back into the community. This 
column, "Common Ground', is 
where updates and editorial 
comments about the reorgani¬ 
zation of services in Region 5 
will appear. 

Hopefully, Common Ground 
is where we will be able to de¬ 
velop a shared understanding 
of the changes happening in our 
community region.

Community Mental Health Advisory Committee report

The monthly meeting on 
March 14 at Three Hills included 
a two-hour presentation and dis¬ 
cussion with the Crises Manage¬ 
ment Team from Alberta Hospi¬ 
tal Ponoka. 

Chair Wil Porate represented 
the committee at the Didsbury 
Alzheimer's group meeting and 
at the Kneehill Interagency Group 
meeting. He also reported that 
the Regional Mental Health Ad¬ 
visory Committee (RMAC) had 
received 18 letters of intent from 
people interested in making a bid 
for Regional Mental Health mon¬ 
ies to provide Mental Health Serv¬ 
ices in our community. These have 
been reviewed and those accepted 
will receive notification to send in 
more detailed proposals in the 
near future. 

A local public forum on Mental 
Health's Reorganisation, pre¬ 
sented by the Provincial Mental 
Health Board will take place in 
Didsbury April 18. 

Crisis Management Presenta¬ 
tion: 

Dwight Hunks representative 
from Alberta Hospital Ponoka 
addressed the CAC, spoke to mem¬ 
bers from Three Hills/Didsbury 
communities about the Crisis 
Management Help Line (1-800- 
779-5057): The service has been 
operating for 1 1/2 years. The 
Help-Line is now a toll-free tel¬ 
ephone number with 24-hour cov¬ 
erage and is answered by Regis¬ 
tered Psychiatric nurses or social 
workers. 

Services provided include con¬ 
sultations for professionals, doc- 
tor-to-doctor referral facilitation 
and consumer information and 


advice re: medication and mental 
health issues. Referrals can be 
assisted linking individuals with 
appropriate resource alternatives. 
Interventions offered may include 
anger management, contracting, 
enhancing coping resources, re¬ 
inforcing social skills and relaxa¬ 
tion techniques. They provide an 
outreach/mobile service to facili¬ 
tate the provision of qualified per¬ 
sonnel to assist in face-to-face cri¬ 
sis intervention and/or crisis 
stabilization for an individual in 
the community. Support is pro¬ 
vided to reinforce the individual's 
inner strengths, support his/her 
decisions, allow the individual to 
vent frustrations, and acknowl¬ 
edge that the caller has the 
strength/determination to do 
what needs to be done to take care 
of him/herself. 

Dwight also highlighted how 
Rocky Mountain House commu¬ 
nity had requested help in setting 
up a local crisis management team 
and protocol and that other com¬ 
munities could request such a 
service. 

There followed a lively discus¬ 
sion among the attendees and 
CAC members about Mental 
Health services in our communi¬ 
ties and the role of the CAC in 
helping to facilitate improved 
services. There was definite in¬ 
terest expressed by the attendees 
regarding setting up local Crisis 
Management Teams in Didsbury 
and Three Hills.

Going up in smohe

Recently, Health Canada con¬ 
ducted a Canada wide smoking 
survey. The data was collected on 
youths between the ages of 10-19. 
The results were quite alarming, 
one out of every seven Canadian 
youths smoke ciga¬ 
rettes. A similar, but 
informal survey was 
done at the Didsbury 
High School to com¬ 
pare the results to 
the Canada wide sur¬ 
vey. 

The results at 
DHS, of the students 
asked was four in ten 
people smoke regu¬ 
larly, and roughly 70 
per cent of all stu¬ 
dents asked had tried or had once 
smoked. The survey of the Grade 
9 students showed three in ten 
smoke. Five in ten Grade 10 stu¬ 
dents smoke, while in Grade 11, 
survey results indicated four in 
ten smoke. Of the Grade 12's, six 
in ten smoke. 



almost every person asked was 
aware of health risks caused by 
smoking cigarettes. The students 
at DHS were almost all aware of 
these risks. One smoker said, "I 
know that it's bad for me, but I 
guess I just don't 
care." Another stu¬ 
dent who does not 
smoke commented, 
"I know a lot of peo¬ 
ple who have started 
smoking and gotten 
addicted just be¬ 
cause they wanted to 
look cool." 

Some students 
began smoking as 
young as ten or 
eleven, but the ma¬ 
jority of students began at the 
ages of fourteen or fifteen. After 
being asked what the reason was 
that they started smoking, some 
people said, "Because my friends 
did it." Others said, "Just because 
I was curious and wanted to try it, 
but then 1 got hooked." Another 


In the Canada-wide survey, student answered, "I was bored, 


there is to do in town, and smoke 
coming out of your mouth looks 
uncannily cool." One student com¬ 
mented on smoking, "I tried it to 
look cool in front of my friends, 
but I ended up puking." 

The majority of the reasons 
given were because of friends do¬ 
ing it, or pressuring them to. 

The Canadian study also 
showed peer pressure was one of 
the number one reasons for youths 
to smoke. 

At one time, television and ra¬ 
dio ads promoted smokes and at¬ 
tempted to make consumers buy 
their products. Now ads are be¬ 
ginning to become more serious 
by trying to educated the public 
on the health risks involved in 
smoking. These risks do not only 
affect the smoker but also any¬ 
one close to them and second hand 
smoke is just as harmful. Despite 
the growing number of smokers, 
these ads just might make people 
think twice before starting to 
smoke or it might give them mo¬ 
tivation to stop.

If you are not satisfied with a product or service, your best bet is to 
contact the company. Ask for a customer service manager, the General 
Manager or the owner if possible. Explain the situation and why your 
expectations were not met. 90 percent of disputes are resolved at this 
stage. If the business will not resolve the situation to your satisfaction: 

1. Do nothing (and spread the word!). 

2. Sue the company in Small Claims Court or the Supreme Court. 

3. Contact your Better Business Bureau. The Bureau can Facili¬ 
tate, Mediate or Arbitrate. 

Write to the Bureau, including a brief summary of the problem, how 
you would like the problem resolved and the company/employees 
involved. The BBB will contact the company for its side of the story. 
The Burearu's role is to facilitate discussion so that you and the 
business will agree on a solution. 

If one or both parties refuses to negotiate, they can voluntarily 
choose mediation or arbitration to resolve the problem. There are 
reasonable fees to both parties to utilize these BBB services and 
involve an impartial third person. A Mediator helps the two parties 
arrive at a solution in a face to face meeting. An Arbitrator, makes a 
legally binding decision that settles the dispute. The process is based 
on law. 

Note: Both mediation and arbitration require voluntary participa¬ 
tion from both parties. The BBB assists in complaints for member and 
non-member businesses.

"Fickle Enthusiasm"

As we come to the next couple 
of weekend of special Easter cel¬ 
ebrations, how do we react to the 
story of Jesus triumphal entry 
into Jerusalem, his death and res¬ 
urrection? Probably no different 
than the people of his day but 
hopefully we can change our atti¬ 
tudes and reactions so that we 
will not be classified with those 
whose emotions were so fickle and 
unstable. 

Jerusalem was teeming with 
people from many different coun¬ 
tries who had come for the cel¬ 
ebration of the Passover feast. 
Josephus the historian stated that 
the population of the city swelled 
each year for this occasion by 2 
million beyond its usual size. Since 
many had heard of Jesus or had 
witnessed His miracles, they were 
eager to welcome Him. Very likely 
they believed He was about to 
proclaim himself as their King. In 
fact, on the Sunday before His 
death, a cheering crowd shouted, 
"Hosanna to the Son of David." 
But a little later in the week some 
of them changed their cry to, "Cru¬ 
cify Him! Crucify Him!" When He 
didn't set up His kingdom imme¬ 


diately, their religious emotion 
faded. They did not realize that 
before He could enter into His 
power and glory, He had to suffer 
and die. Their enthusiasm came 
solely from a superficial knowl¬ 
edge of who Christ was and what 
He had come to do. 

This not only explains the ac¬ 
tion of the populace of Jesus' time, 
but it also accounts for the re¬ 
sponse of many today. Alexander 
Maclaren said, "Unless we know 
Christ to be the Saviour of our 
souls and the Lamb of God, we 
shall soon tire of singing hosan¬ 
nas as we follow in His train, and 
want a king with more preten¬ 
sions." 

How like human nature this is 
- always ready to identify with 
the glamour of the triumphal en¬ 
try, but not with the gall of 
Calvary! A thorough understand¬ 
ing of the person and work of the 
Saviour will act as a guarantee 
against a fickle enthusiasm that 
vanishes when one is confronted 
with a rugged cross. 

I would encourage each reader 
to examine their own thoughts, 
actions and reactions this Easter 
season as they are confronted with 
the good news that Jesus Christ 
died for their sins and that He 
arose to give them life eternal. 
Don't let your enthusiasm this 
Easter be fickle but strong!

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Practical considerations 


Before you decide on a 
hearth appliance, take a stroll 
through your home and visu¬ 
alize where you would like your 
unit installed. If you have an 
existing fireplace and are con¬ 
sidering a fireplace insert or 
gas logs, your decision should 
be easy. But if you're in the 
market for a stove or built-in 
fireplace, placement is some¬ 
what trickier. 

As a rule, heating appli¬ 
ances operate best if they're 
centrally located. They’re best 
installed on the main floor in 
one of the rooms you use most. 
Placing your unit near an open 
stairwell helps to draw warm 
air near the ceiling up to the 


second floor, and channel 
cooler air downstairs. In 
homes with high ceilings, a 
circulatingceilingfan will help 
push the heat down to your 
living space, while optional or 
standard fan systems will 
boost heat output throughout. 

If you’re considering an 
applicance with a fan, locate 
likely electrical outlets. If your 
home has a sunspace that's ex¬ 
posed to solar heat during the 
day, installing your appliance 
on the opposite side of the 
house should even out room 
temperature. Also consider 
your family's traffic pattern 
through the house, and if 
you're adding a pellet or

If you're considering a fire¬ 
place insert, the dimensions 
of your fireplace are a must. 
Measure the width and height 
of the opening and the depth 


of your fireplace at hearth 
level and 24 inches (610 mm) 
above the hearth. Also, meas¬ 
ure the extension of the hearth 
in front of the fireplace. (See 
illustration). 

Remember that there will 
need to be structural changes to 


allow for proper installation. 
These changes differ by appli¬ 
ance, especially when it comes 
to venting. A closer look at what 
modifications to expect will help 
you decide where your appli¬ 
ance will be most at home.

An important part (the most 
lportant part) of any strategic 
anning process is that we iden- 
!y a “vision” - a conception of 
)w we want our downtown to be 
the future. This vision is some- 
ing that we can work towards 
id guides the development of 
ir work plans. For the individual 
small group this vision may be 
sily identified, clear and explicit. 


For some it may not be so clear, or 
it may be implicit and in need of 
clarification. For others it may be 
something that has never been 
addressed or the vision may have 
been lost over time. 

For an area with many diverse 
stakeholders, like our downtown, 
this process is a little more com¬ 
plicated. There are more organi¬ 
zations and personalities, each 
with their own set of 
priorities. And there 
1 are as many diflfer- 
\ ent perspectives on 
how the world works 
(and how it is sup¬ 
posed to work!) as 
their are people in 
the room. But often 
we can overcome our 
individual differ¬ 
ences by focusing on 
the “big” picture or 
underlying goal. In 
the case of Didsbury’s downtown 
we likely can agree on the tenet 
that we want to have an economi¬ 
cally, socially and physically vi¬ 
able downtown that serves our 
community well. This statement 
may be predicated on the assump¬ 
tion that we, as a community, 
desire to keep our community 
alive, well and vigorous and that 
we wish to live in a place where 
our children can grow up, find 


work and stay in the community. 
Whatever the “common ground” 
the important point is that we 
will identify common goals and 
objectives upon which we can base 
our work plan. We can then pro¬ 
ceed towards our “vision”. 

Another important point to 
mention is that this kind of plan¬ 
ning process is not “set in stone” 
or inflexible. This is a process 
more than a product, and periodic 
review and updating is essential 
in order to keep current with the 
rest of the world. Most of the time 
this review results in minor or 


minimal change. But every once 
in a while, usually in response to 
major environmental (in the ho¬ 
listic sense) changes, we may need 
to look deeply at our vision and 
antecedent goals, objectives and 
plans and at the assumptions that 
underlie our current “vision” and 
check to see if these are still valid 
or relevant. If not then we may 
need to do a major review or even 
start the whole process again. 

We hope that the members of 
our community will be willing to 
participate in this event. We will 
conduct a number of interviews, 


focus groups, and open houses as 
well as other information gather¬ 
ing projects with the assistance of 
a number of public and private 
sector professionals. We will be 
advertising the exact itinerary 
shortly before the event and do 
solicit as many varied opinions as 
we can obtain.

Margaret Johnston R.N., re¬ 
cently expanded her in-home foot 
care service of two years to 
Didsbury Drugs’ consulting room 
on a part-time basis. 

The convenient downtown lo¬ 
cation provides a handy stopping 
point for busy people with full 
schedules. 

“It’s a central place in Didsbury 
for people to come to,” Johnston 
said, adding, “They can even bring 
along a sandwich and have their 
lunch while I do their feet.” 

A graduate of the Calgary Gen¬ 
eral Hospital School of Nursing, 
Johnston has completed a course 
in rehabilitation, done a basic foot 
care course at the Alberta Voca¬ 
tional Centre, and attended a re¬ 
lated courses including a high- 
risk foot care conference. 

On the home front, her grand¬ 
children and hand-crafting hob¬ 
bies like needlepoint rug-hooking 
and crochet are year-round inter¬ 
ests for Johnston, but in the sum¬ 
mer, equine interests take up 
much of her spare time. A senior 
steward with Canadian Eques¬ 
trian Federation affiliation, 
Johnston stewards several horse 
shows over the summer months. 
She is also involved with a special 


handicapped youth riding group 
which she finds most enjoyable 
and gratifying. 

A registered nurse with exten¬ 
sive geriatric experience, 
Johnston’s foot care regime is per¬ 
sonalized and individualized, af¬ 
fording the latest management 
techniques in foot and leg ulcer 
dressings and care. 

She also provides assessment, 
nail care (including management 
of ingrown or thickened toe nails), 
paring and reduction of corns and 
callouses (padding where neces¬ 
sary), skin care, education on self 
foot care and foot wear and follow 
up. 

Personalized care means indi¬ 
vidualized treatment. 

Johnston said help is available 
for individuals with recurrent 
problems relating to the feet such 
as those with feet battered by 
years of hand-me-down shoes as a 
child. 

She applauded current foot¬ 
gear styles, saying the chunky 
flat-soled foot wear now in vogue 
was a major improvement over 
“those pointy spike-heeled shoes; 
when you walk around all day on 
high heels with your toes all 
pushed together, you’re eventu¬ 
ally going to [cause foot trauma],” 


Johnston said. “But the shoes on 
sale in shoe stores now allow your 
toes to spread out and provide 


shoe you wear ] definitely makes a 
difference.”

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Didsbury- hackle 
capital of Canada

John and Bonny Howard’s 
hackle business recently attracted 
visitors from Japan and the Phil¬ 
ippines. 

Last week, Kalle Meyer from 
the city of Mandaluyong (near 
Manila) and Japanese visitor 
Kenny Matsuda arrived at the 
Howard residence to establish an 
information exchange and con¬ 
firm a supply base to support their 
fly-tying factory located in Japan. 

As factory liaisons, the visitors 
are currently on a North Ameri¬ 
can blitz of hackle producers to 
unearth new trends and practices 
in a highly specialized enterprise. 

Each day is a whirlwind tour 
for the visiting duo as they visit 
two or more hackle businesses 
each day until they return to Ja¬ 
pan on March 27. 


They made a side trip to meet 
with an Edmonton connection, 
but came to Canada chiefly to 
get together with the Howards. 
They obtained feather samples 
and placed “a large order for 
more,” Howard said. “What’s 
probably going to happen is, as 
their factory increases produc¬ 
tion, they’re going to place more 
orders which will expand our 
operations.” 

“It was really neat meeting 
those guys,” Bonny said, “They 
were just wonderful with the 
kids. They sat down and talked 
to the kids and tied flies with 
them.” 

What began as a domestic 
supply firm five years ago has 
become an international busi¬ 
ness for the Howards, who regu¬ 


larly receive orders and inquir¬ 
ies from a variety of foreign lo¬ 
cations includingNorway, Spain, 
Columbia and Australia. 

“We’re selling more overseas 
now than we are to the United 
States and in Canada,” Howard 
said. 

The Howards have also gone 
high-tech, having advanced from 
sending or receiving the occa¬ 
sional fax to climbing on board 
the Internet. 

Their business has literally 
opened new worlds for them, but 
John Howard said the most in¬ 
teresting component their busi¬ 
ness has introduced into their 
lives was: “Picking up the phone 
and not knowing who the person 
was, or where in the world they 
were calling from.”
